STATISTICAL REPORTS OF MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY, STATES 
AND CITIES OF THE UNITED STATES (untatoulated). 

Florida. — Week ended April 2, 1910. Keports from the state 
board of health show typhoid fever present in 3 localities with 3 
cases, smallpox in 4 counties with 17 cases, diphtheria in 1 locality 
(Jacksonville) with 1 case, and tuberculosis in 7 localities with 7 
cases. 

Illinois — Quincy.— Month of March, 1910. Population, 43,000. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 65, including typhoid fever 3, 
tuberculosis 10. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 7, diphtheria 11. 

Kansas.— Month of February, 1910. Population, 1,703,002. 
Deaths from contagious diseases include typhoid fever 10, small- 
pox 1, measles 14, scarlet fever 17, diphtheria 12, tuberculosis 65. 
Cases reported: Typhoid fever 80, smallpox 280, measles 1,846, scarlet 
fever 247, diphtheria 203, tuberculosis 276.
